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TUe colluloae and paper ind^tstry attained large-scale succeflBea In 
I9L8, The annu^ plan for paper output waa realised IOL.5 percent, and 
callalose 101 .5 percent* Paper manufacture vae I80 oercent over that of 
1947, and celluXoae 35. L percent. An ovenrhelTing majority of the enter- 
prises Ret thalr production programs ahead of schedule, many as early as 
October . 

The Segazha Combln^^^ the Kondopoga Combine-^ and the I^aslrelya Mill 
underwent erteoslve reconstruction. 

In 19L8, the paper makers accumulated mere than 100 million rubles over and 
the plan. 

The personnel of the Balakhna Cellulose and Paper Combine came forward 
again this year as the Initiators of the 19l*9 socialist competition for 
paper makers. The Kann Coaiblne has followed their lead. These two comb ices 
hare promised to iKwaufacture i^,000 tons of paper over and above the plan for 
191^9. The Segezha Combine plane to fulfill the plan for 5 months by 1 May 19^9. 

Beocmotruction of cellulose and paper enterprises of the Earelo-Plnnleh 
flga and Leningrad Oblast has been unsatisfactory. The Solikamsk Combine 
expanclon plans have not materialized. The development of power bases for the 
Okulovka, Kondrovo, and aevereil other mills is behind schedule. 

There were several unfortunate ezajmples of assortment -plan violation. 

The Kendroro Mill, for Instance, failed to fulfill the plan for producjtlon 
of liqportant grades of writing and notebook paper, occupying itself Instead with 
Inoraaeed output of wrapping paper and other grades of leas Impartanoe. 

Quality of production was poor In .a nusiber of cases. The Kama Combine 
turned out Insufficiently glazed, flocculent writing and printing paper. 

The Arkhangel'sk and Solikamsk combines permitted weight variations of 95 - 50 
percent In different sheets . The Mill imenl Volodarskiy has not yet 
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ra-aotttblieheJ th6 former reputation, of Its watermark* Cellulose, especlalljr
